As Boulders Crush 
Bus Near Aliquippa 


Two Of Three Passengers Who Escape Tragedy Sustain 


Critical Injuries; Home-Going War Workers Were 


On Vehicle When Huge Rocks Broke Loose

ALIQUIPPA, Pa., Dec. 23—Twenty-two persons perished Tuesday 
night when two boulders, one weighing more than IOO tons, crashed 
down upon a big yellow Ohio River Motor Coach bus crowded with 
home-going war workers. Only three passengers escaped, two with criti­ 
cal injuries. All the dead were Pennsylvanians. 
The pre-Christmas tragedy occurred a mile east of here at 5:10 
p. rn. as the bus threaded its way*} 
around a treacherous “S” curve | 
on a narrow, slippery road. Threes 
other busses were just ahead of it , 
and two were trailing. 
The boulders toppled down from 
a 100-foot high perch with little 
warning, although the driver of 
the bus behind said Dymptro (Dan) 
Karapan, 27. piloting the ill-fated 
machine, swerved sharply to the 
left as if trying to escape the fall­ 
ing rocks. 


Swerve Saves Four Riders 
This swerve saved four persons 
in the rear of the bus, although 
one of these died later in a hos­ 
pital. 
“There was no warning.” said 
Joseph M. Manko. the lone passen­ 
ger able to go home after the ac 
cident. “Just a crash and not so 
loud, either. I didn’t hear a cry, 
nor a moan. But. I guess I was 
stunned. I was pinned by broken 
seats on top of me but managed 
to pull out my legs. 
“Men kept calling to me to climb 
out. They were from the bus be­ 
hind. I got, my legs through a

Marshal Semeon Timoshenko’s Red armies, driving across 
the middle Don steppes toward Rostov, were pictured in So­ 
viet dispatches today as having engulfed several dozen more 
towns and villages, captured 22,300 prisoners aud advanced 
so fast they seized German winter storehouses. 
One advanced group messaged back: 
“ We are distributing Dutch chocolate and Rhine wines 
to our fighters.” 
Military reports said the Russians are advancing on the German- 
occupied eastern Ukraine on a long-straight front some 200 miles west 
of Stalingrad, forming a deep line studded with machine gun positions, 
molars and heavy artillery. 
Behind this wall and threatened with entrapment, nearly a million 
German soldiers and their satellites are faced with another w inter of 
bitter cold, meager supplies and hardship. 
German field headquarters asserted tersely Russian attacks have 
been repulsed in the Don-Volga corridor and “severe fighting is con­

c t HE treasury is reassured by the success of its 
-* 
December W ar Bond drive. It hoped to raise 
nine billion, has raised more than IO billion and be­ 
lieves It may reach l l with a little luck. 
ThiB Is a demonstration of what can be done to 
raise money by borrowing. Particularly, It demon­ 
strates the practicality of borrowing from other 
than commercial banks; 65 percent of the December 
total, says the treasury, came from other Invest­ 
m ent sources. 
This Is Important In view of the IOO billion dollars 
that must be borrowed In 1943. It Is not only a Job 
of getting the credit, but of getting it in a way that 
will have minimum effect on Inflation. When gov­ 
ernment borrows from commercial banks, It bor­ 
rows money from Mr. A’s deposit and spends It with 
Mr. B, thereby Increasing deposits. Both Mr. A and 
Mr. ll can write checks against their bunk balances. 
The inflationary possibilities grow ss the deposits 
against which checks can be written rise. 
That is why the government is so anxious to 
borrow as much money as possible from private In­ 
vestors. because In that way there Is not a de­ 
crease in their spending power. They are converting 
cash Into securities. There Is no doubt about the 
treasury’s ability to raise the billions needed to 
finance the war, but there has been serious doubt 
about raising it by financing methods that add to 
•pending power when the prime necessity Is to 
divert spending power Into investment In the future 
or the United States, when there will be safe non- 
Inflationary outlets for spending power.
